Holly Near, consummate musician and 
songwriter, enlivens the stage of the Berkeley 
Community Theater this month, at an April 24 
concert following the release of her success- 
ful new album, Fire in the Rain. 

Sharing the stage with Near are Adrienne 
Torf and bassist Carrie Barton; and sign lan- 
guage interpreter Lynette Taylor, an artist of 
visual expressionism. 

The emotional dexterity of Near’s voice 
conveys a sense of power and hope to people 
struggling with every-day life through a wide 
range of musical styles. Her music has always 
reflected her personal evolution in a political 
framework. 

After performing a lead role in the original 
Broadway production of Hair, Near left a 
promising career with the established music 
industry to launch an independent recording 
and performance career. She was politicized 
on concert tour in Vietnam during the war. In 
the early ‘70s feminism became the basis for 
her songwriting and activism. Then in 1978 
Near came out publicly as a lesbian at the 
Michigan Womyn's Music Festival. This 
change in her life has found expression in her 
last two albums. With the release of Fire in the 
Rain she continues her dedication and love for 
women, while blending her many political in- 
volvements in song.
